Croneva  as  a real  turning-point  in  the  col.1 
war  is  still  not  much  more  than  a pious 
hope. 

In  Ihi.s  connection  some  interest  is  I9 
be  attached  to  the  defence  minisler's 
comment  on  the  aircraft  carrier  Magnifi- 
cent. which  has  been  the  RCN's  only 
capital  .ship  for  some  years  and  which 
made  a well-remomhered  visit  to  Victoria 
last  fall.  Next  year  the  new  Canadian 
aircraft  carrier  Ronaventure.  now  building 
at  Belfast,  should  he  completed  and  ready 


for  commissioning.  Oi-dinarily  this  would 
mean  that  the  Magnificent  would  he 
returned  to  the  Royal  Navy,  being  on 
.loan  only  to  the  RCN.  but  Mr.  Campney 
while  not  confirming  the  point  did  leave 
I he  impr<‘sslon  this  arrangement  may  he 
changed.  Apparently  there  is  still  the 
pos.sihility  that  the  carrier  may  be  re- 
tained for  a further  period. 

West  coast  naval  circles  undoubtedly 
would  welcome  the  basing  of  an  aircraft 
carrier  at  I'^Knuirnalt..-  This  would  help  to 
fulfil  the  earlv  post-war  idea  of  compar- 
able fleets  on  each  coast,  equal  In  strength 
with  a carrier  as  the  core.  To  date  the 
balance  has  favored  the  Halifax  area, 
probably  because  of  operational  demands 
in  connection  with  NATO  commitments. 
The  Hesirabililv  of  an  aircraft  carrier  on 
the  West  coa.st  .should  nevertheless  be  no 
less  great  and  the  Impetus  this  would  give 
to  naval  activity  in  this  theatre  can 
•scnrcclv  be  doubted.  One  hopes  therefore 
that  when  the  Ronaventure  lakes  its  place 
in  the  line  of  RCN  .ships  that  the  transfer 
of  the  Magnificent  to  hNquimalt  may  he 
a fea.sihle  proposition. 


Highway  Arteries 


THF  British  Columbia  depaiiment  of 
highwav.s  is  taking  the  wise  course 
In  declaring  the  rehilllT  Island  highway 
a "limited  acces.s"  route  lietwecn  V'ictoria 
and  I^dysmilh.  That  means  in  effect 
that  onlv  romplelidy  ntM  #'s.sary«  side  roads 
will  he  led  into  if:  that  rommeivlal  devel- 
opment  along  the  way  will  lie  limited  to 
rs.«sential.s:  and  that  no  new  construction 
will  he  permitted  viithin  20  feel  of  tlie 
roadway  on  either  side,  Tlie  purpo.se,  of 
course,  is  to  keep  this  aiierial  i-oad  open 
for  through  traffic;  a factor  which  is  of 
growing  importance  lietween  Victoria  and 
Nanaimo  at  the  present  time. 

While  provincial  enactment  in  1953 
paved  the  way  for  this  development  (and 
with  the  Island  highway  in  mind)  the 
same  considerations  apply  to  any  main 
i-oute  over  which  a large  volume  of  traffic 
must  pa.ss.  There  Is  no  rea.son  to  fear 
hurden.some  Interference  with  normal 
commercial  purposes.  Motels  and  auto 
ronrts.  for  lastanres.  ron.structed  in  the 
future  ran  he  placed  at  convenient  points 
on  the  access  roads  off  the  main  highway. 
Ceffre  shops,  flsh-and-chip  counters,  ice- 
cream stands  and  the  hillboard.s  of  former 
cluttered  UP  ribbon  development  ha^e 
small  enough  place  on  an  arterial  high- 


way. >«r  tan  a main  route  he  kept  to 
its  aiierwl  functions  if  li  is  also  to  ho  ii**ed 
a,s  a ncigliixirhood  thoroughfare  around 
each  small  .settlement.  ' ' 

Such  commercial  ventui“es  as  are 
ne<es.sarv  along  the  limited-access  route 
will  be  controlled  by  permit,  it  is  stated. 
In  all  instances  applUallons  can  he  con- 
sidered on  their  merit.s.  and  where  they 
h.Tve  none  the  application  may  be  set 
aside.  It  Is  not  individual  restriction  that 
Is  aimed  at  in  the  new  system  but  rather 
the  promotion  of  the  common  good.  It 
is  ohviou.sly  to  every'onc’s  advantage  that, 
having  put  the  money  into  a first  class 
thoroughfare,  a highway  can  be  used  for 
its  primary  purpose,  of  expediting  traffic. 
Todav  that  Includes  volume  traffic,  with 
the  number  of  private  and  ('ommerclal 
vehicles  multiplying  rapidly. 

Where  limited  access  routes  pas.s 
through  municipal  limits,  municipal  law 
takes  over  the  regulation  of  commercial 
use:  the  Province  exercising  this  function 
outside  of  civic  limits.  While  this  implies 
some  division  of  authority,  when  the  aim 
Is  so  clear  there  should  he  no  confu.slon 
or  conflict  in  the  matter.  If  is  In  the 
interest  of  all  municipalities  to  keep  the 
tnmk  routes  open  and  to  enjoy  the 
benefits  to  he  derived  from  that.

It  is  not  fair  on  the  Kasls  of  a few 
mi«fits  on  the  loose  in  a community  to 
atirihule  all  wilful  dcstnadion  to  jit^'cnlle 
delinquency  In  any  event  It  would  he 
quite  as  easy  In  say  parental  delinquency, 
because  the  al>normal  action  comes  from 
an  individual  so  far  apart  from  custom 
that  his.  or  her.  pro<li\ilies  must  lie  well 
known  at  home  S'outh  of  today  Is  blamed 
for  many  things  in  a wholesale  ^n^h^on. 
but  there  is  rnnsiderahle  evidence  to  prove 
that  this  Is  an  unwise  and  nine  times  nut 
of  ten  a wholly  iiniusl  transference  of 
hlame  which  rest,s  somewhere  else.  B.v

King’s  llteiar)-  executors  have  de 
elded  not  to  commit  this  diary  to  the 
flames  In  his  will  .Mr.  King  left 
inrtruclions  that  it  be  burnt,  except 
f >r  svirh  pass;iges  a«  he  might  In 
duale.  Most  fortunately.  Mr  King 
failed  to  Indicate  what  these  pa.s 
sages  mighi  be 

This  no  doubt,  has  pla*-ed  his  ex 
r«'ulnrs  in  v position  of  .admirable 

fierdom  For  if  ihe%-  failed  to  burn 


the  diary,  they  might  not  he  carry- 
Ing  out  Ihe  terms  nf  the  will  But 
If  they  burnt  it  entirely.  Including 
whatever  portions  Mr  King  may  have 
wl'heil  to  have  preserved,  they  would 
not  he  carrying  out  the  will  either. 
Since  they  were  left  with  a choii-e. 
they  have  wi.sely  decided  against  the 
burning 

But  an  Inierestmg  point  arises  Did 
Mr.  King,  by  falling  to  Indicate  the 
passages  to  he  preserved,  leave  his 
exe<-utors  with  a way  out?  The  mas- 
ter of  the  formula  might,  in  this, 
have  left  one  last  example  of  mag- 
nificent compromise  As  far  as  hi« 
diary  was  mni-rmed  It  was  to  be  a 
matter  of  hurning  If  necessary  but 
not  necessartiy  burning.

The  gap  in 
rom(«ratlve  slandnrds  <rT  living  is 
considerable  It  seems  likely  there 
fore  ihat  there  will  have  to  be  some 
gradual  sr-aling  up  of  t.xxation  and 
a gradual  Increase  in  benefits  which 
will  have  tci  start  below  that  ruling 
in  Britain  if  the  Island*  economy  Is

It  seems  probable  that  something 
akin  to  rivtl  aervi'X*  acRusiment  to 
bring  parity  between  the  salaries  of 
men  and  women  will  he  the  basis. 
Britain  dfias  now  accepted  the  prin- 
ciple of  parity  and  women’s  salaries 
are  lo  be  tnr<r««aed  hy  one  seventh  of 
the  difference  between  men  and  wo- 
men each  v*ar  for  seven  years  so 
that  at  the  end  of  seven  years  men 
and  women  will  be  receiving  *'n*'al 
pay.  A similar  Idea  may  he  followed 
in  Malta  in  regard  to  taxation  and 
social  set  urMy  benefits  - with  pos 
xihly  a ten  \ ear  perlcv^  to  allow  com 
piece  parity  wdth  10  per  cent  li4-

There  is  virtually  no  ohjeciion  In 
Rrltativ  Although  Briiain  realizes 
that  Malta  will  cost  the  British  tax- 
payer a lot  of  money  there  is  a 
ready  recognition  of  the  heroism 
which  earned  «he  George  Cross  and 
a debt  whUh  money  alone  ran  never 
repay.  It  is  no  doubt  Britain’s  hope 
lhal  apart  from  purely  material 
benefits  and  a hlgtier  standard  of  liv-

under  pefnlty  of  two  strokes  a.s  near  as  possible  to  the  spot 
from  which  the  ball  was  lUte<l,  but  not  nearer  the  hole  ’
